SITUATION 

1 It was daylight and snowing, and the two- lane asphalt road surface was snow covered 
and slippery. 2 Case vehicle (A) was traveling west at a driver-estimated speed of 72 kph 
(45 mph) in the westbound lane, and 3 vehicle (B) was traveling east at an unknown speed 
in the eastbound lane. 4 5 The driver had been drinking and using cocaine, and case 
vehicle (A) crossed the centerline and struck vehicle (B) head-on. 6 7 8 After the impact, 
case vehicle (A) rotated counterclockwise and came to rest facing south on the south 
shoulder of the road. Vehicle (B) was reportedly pushed rearward, rotated clockwise, and 
came to rest facing south on the south shoulder of the road, next to case vehicle (A). Both 
vehicles were towed from the scene. 

The driver of case vehicle (A) was transported to a level-one trauma facility with police- 
reported "A" injuries and was held for treatment for eight days. The driver of vehicle (B) 
was transported to a level-one trauma facility with police-reported "B" injuries, and was 
held overnight for treatment. A blood test from the driver of case vehicle (A) revealed a 
blood alcohol level of .19 percent and was positive for cocaine. 



GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH SEVERITIES 

9 Damage to case vehicle (A) was severe. Directdamage began atthe left-front bumper 
corner and extended 150-cm across the entire frontal plane. The maximum crush was 90 
cm to the right-front bumper corner. 



10 Damage to vehicle (B) was severe. Direct contact damage began atthe left-front 
bumper corner and extended 180-cm across the entire frontal plane. 11 The maximum 
crush was 50 cm to the left-front bumper corner. The left-front fender was crushed 
rearward and to the right, the hood was buckled, and the cargo box was deflected to the 
right. The leftwheelbase was reduced by 5 cm. There was no change to the right 
wheelbase. 



Using the WinSMASH crash-reconstruction program and 12 13 14 c -values measured for 
case vehicle (A) and 15 16 vehicle (B), the following impact severities were calculated:

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 

Exterior 

In the front, 17_the bumper cover was torn off, the bumper was rotated up, the bumper, the 
radiator, and the upper radiator support were crushed rearward and to the left, and the 
hood was crushed rearward further than the bumper and grill, resulting in a slight underride 
appearance. Both headlight assemblies were disintegrated, and the lowerfascia was 
partially torn off. 18_ 19 20 The hood latch was separated from the upper radiator support, 
the hood was buckled on the leftside, and both hood hinges were deformed but not 
separated. The rearedge of the hood was elevated, and both rear hood corners and the 
rear center of the hood contacted and penetrated the windshield. 



21 On the right side, the fender was crushed rearward and to the left, and the right- front 
wheel rim was broken and the tire was flat. The lower section of the right A-pillar was 



crushed rearward, 22_ the upper section of the right A -pillar was almost vertical, and the 
right roof siderail and roof were buckled. 23 The right-front door was buckled outward and 
jammed closed, and the doorglazing was shattered. 24 The right-rear sliding doorwas 
jammed closed and the right-rear door glazing was shattered. The rightwheelbase was 
reduced 46 cm. 

25 On the leftside, the fender was buckled rearward, up, and to the left. The upper and 
lowersections of the left A-pillar were deflected rearward, causing the left-frontdoorto jam 
closed and the left roof siderail and left roof to buckle. 26 27 The left-frontdoor was pried 
open by rescue. 28_ The left- rear sliding doorwas jammed closed and the glazing of both 
left doors was broken out. There was no significant change to the leftwheelbase. 

29 There was no damage to the rearof the vehicle. 

Interior 

This vehicle is equipped with 30 steering-wheel and 31 32_ passenger frontal-impact 
airbags, and both deployed in this severe frontal impact. 37_ This vehicle was equipped 
with side-impact airbags mounted in the outboard side of the seatbacks, but they did not 
deploy in this frontal impact. 34 35 There was no damage to the steering-wheel airbag 
module covers/flaps. 36_The passenger airbag module cover/flap was scuffed from contact 
by broken windshield glass. 33 There were blood stains on the leftside of the passenger 
airbag. 38_ 39 40 The upper half of the steering-wheel rim was deflected forward about 1 
cm, and there was general deformation of the steering-wheel rim, but there was no 
apparent deformation of the spokes. 61 The steering column was deflected up and to the 
left. 41 42 The driver door panel, door hardware, and armrest were separated from the 
door and cracked, probably due to rescue-related activities. 43 The parking-brake pedal 
was twisted counterclockwise, the brake pedal was twisted clockwise and deflected to the 
right, and the gas pedal was deflected rearward. 44 The driver knee bolster cover was 
scuffed, loosened, and deflected to the left, and there was a small crack below the steering 
column. 45 The plastic steering-column cover was scuffed and cracked. 



The mid instrument panel trim and the 46 47 upper instrument panel trim were knocked 
loose and deflected up. 48 The instruments, control knobs and levers, transmission lever, 
and upper vent outlets were displaced rearward and up. The lowerportion of the vertical 
center console, the radio, the heater/air conditioning controls, and the parcel tray were 49 
50 51 broken, probably by driver contact, but possibly by rescue personnel. 52 The glove- 
box door was slightly ajar and 53^ the entire rightside of the dashboard was displaced 
rearward. Although the outer right-front door panel was bowed out, the interior door panel 
was buckled slightly in, resulting in damage to the door hardware and armrest. 
54 The left roof, the left roof siderail, the left headliner, and the upper section of the left B- 
pillar were displaced up. 55 The windshield headerwas buckled in the middle and 
displaced rearward, but there was no damage to the sunvisors. 56 The right roof, and right 
roof headliner were buckled, displacing the roof-mounted consoles. Both front seat 
adjusters were jammed and both front seat headrests were deflected forward. 58_ The right 
roof siderail was displaced up, and the uppersection of the right A-pillar was displaced 
rearward. 57 The windshield was shattered and holed by the rear edge of the hood. 59 
The right-front door window frame was bent severely out, and the uppersection of the right 
B-pillar was slightly displaced rearward by impact forces. The following intrusions were 
noted and measured:

64 65 There was no other interior damage. 



OCCUPANT KINEMATICS AND INJURIES 

66 67 The 5 -ft, 10-in, 220-lb, 45-year-old male driver was wearing the three-point belt and 
the 68 frontal-impact airbag deployed. 69 There were webbing imprints on the D-ring and 
70 71 continuous loop, and 72 the belt was cut, indicating belt use at the time of the crash. 
The driver had reportedly adjusted the seat to a mid-track position, with the seatback 
relatively upright, and the steering-wheel tilt in the full-up position. 



On impact, the driver moved primarily forward and perhaps somewhat to the right relative 
to the vehicle interior, into the belt restraints and airbag. He sustained a brief loss of 



consciousness with neurological deficit (repetitive questions and amnestic to crash), 
probably due to impact forces, or possibly due to head contact with the airbag and/or 
vertical center console. He sustained a 2 -cm laceration and a 3-cm contusion to the left 
parietal scalp from an unknown source. He sustained an abrasion to the chin and a 
laceration to the tongue from biting, probably due to facial contact by the deploying airbag. 
He sustained a comminuted fracture to the sternum and fractures to the anterior aspects of 
the left 2nd through 8th ribs and the right 2nd through 7th ribs, probably from a 
combination of shoulderbeltand airbag loading ofthe anterior chest. He sustained 
avulsion fractures to the left LI through L3 transverse processes, probably from 
counterclockwise torso rotation and bending to the right caused by inertial forces and 
asymmetric chest loading by the shoulder belt. 

He sustained open-book pelvic fracture, including bilateral sacral iliac joint widening and a 
pubic symphysis fracture, and lacerations and abrasions to the left lower region ofthe 
abdomen, due to loading by the lap belt. He sustained an abrasion to the medial aspect of 
the left knee, probably due to knee contact with the knee bolster. He sustained 
comminuted fractures to the right posterior and anterior acetabulum, a fracture to the right 
intertrochanteric femur, a fracture to the shaft of the right femur, a contusion and abrasion 
to the right knee, and an abrasion to the lateral aspect of the right shin, due to knee and 
leg contact with the junction ofthe knee bolster and vertical center console, as evidenced 
by the broken plastic and deformation to these components. He sustained abrasions to the 
dorsal aspects ofthe left forearm and left hand, probably due to contact with the 
windshield. He sustained a contusion to the left flank and lateral aspect of the left thigh, 
possibly from loading by the lap belt or from contact with the driver-door interior during 
rebound.
